You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Andover  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March  next. 
Polls  will  open  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  permit 
voting  for  town  officers.  The  town  meeting  will  open  at 
seven  o'clock  in  the  evening  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  the  charges  of  town  government  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same.  (Estimate  $7,000) 

3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  highways  and 
bridges  and  take  any  action  relating  thereto,  under  the  fol- 
lowing headings: 

a.  General  town  road  maintenance. 
(Estimate  $12,000) 

b.  General  highway  expenses.  (Estimate  $3,500) 

c.  Asphalt.  (Estimate  $4,000) 

d.  Town  road  aid.  (Town's  share  $857.64) 

e.  Street  lights.  (Cost  for  all  present  lights 
$1,006.32) 

f.  New  abutment,  steel  girders  and  floor  on  Plame 
Shop  bridge.  (Suggest  $2,000— balance  to  come 
from  town  surplus) 

4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  protection 
of  persons  and  property  under  the  following  headings: 

a.     Police  department.   (Estimate  $100) 


b.  Fire  departments.    (Estimate  $2,200) 

c.  Civil  defense.    (Estimate  $100) 

d.  White  pine  blister  rust.  (State  Requests  $150) 

5.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  defraying  the 
expenses  of  the  town  health  department,  as  follows: 

a.  General  expenses,  covering  dump  maintenance, 
recording  of  vital  statistics  and  miscellaneous. 
(Estimate  $900  if  dump  caretaker  is  to  be  con- 
tinued as  at  present) 

b.  Salary  of  a  district  nurse.  (Current  salary  of- 
fered is  $2,800  plus  $600  allowance  for  use  of 
own  car) 

c.  Contributions  to  Franklin  and  New  London  hos- 
pitals.  ($150  each  was  donated  in  1958) 

6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  tlie  use  of  the 
Andover  library.   ($500  last  year) 

7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  care  of 
cemeteries.   (Estimate  $400) 

8.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  taking  care  of 
the  poor,  including  old  age  assistance  and  aid  to  soldiers 
and  their  families.  (Estimate  $4,500) 

9.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $350  for  the 
town's  contribution  to  the  Social  Security  program  for  its 
employees. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $400  for  maintenance  and  improvements 
at  the  Highland  Lake  bathing  beach. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate a  sum  of  one  hundredth  of  one  per  cent  of  the  assessed 
valuation  for  the  pupose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the 
natural  advantages  and  resources  of  the  town,  together 
with  other  towns  in  the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region. 
(1/100  of  1%  is  $215) 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  make  any  revisions 
in  the  salaries  or  compensations  of  town  officers.  (See 
Selectmen's  report) 


13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  Proctor  Academy  whereby 
the  school  will  pay  to  the  town  annually  a  per  capita  tax 
upon  its  student  enrollment  in  lieu  of  property  tax  assess- 
ments. (See  Selectmen's  report) 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

15.  To  ti-ansact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting.

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Selectmen's    Report 
To    The    Town 


The  year  1958  was  not  particularly  eventful.  Bad  weather  in 
January  and  February  was  rough  on  highway  funds  and  made 
economy  necessary  on  summer  maintenance.  Unexpended  bal- 
ances in  other  appropriations  offset  the  overdraft  in  highways 
to  leave  a  net  surplus  of  $1527.21  in  town  accounts  at  the  year's 
end. 

TOWN   GOVERNMENT. 

The  March  10th  town  and  school  meetings  will  again  be 
held  in  the  evening.  Polls  will  open  to  vote  for  both  sets  of 
officers  at  one  o'clock.  Town  meeting  will  open  at  7:00  p.  m., 
and  be  followed  by  the  school  meeting. 

Dead  line  for  candidates  to  file  for  town  and  school  offices 
with  the  respective  clerks  is  6:00  p  m.,  Monday,  March  2nd. 

The  $6,400  appropriation  for  town  government  purposes  was 
adequate,  with  $119  left  over.  New  windows  in  the  hall  should 
be  reflected  in  lower  heating  cost,  as  well  as  greater  comfort 
for  those  using  the  building. 

The  time  has  come  when  the  outside  of  the  town  hall  should 
be  painted  again.  It  was  last  painted  in  1941.  Best  estimate  of 
cost  is  $700.  We  also  feel  that  the  corner  office  used  by  the 
selectmen  should  be  refinished.  Plaster  is  falling  from  the  walls, 
and  the  room  is  hardly  a  good  advertisement  for  the  town  to 
outsiders  who  come  there  on  business.  Cost  estimate  $150  to  $175. 

As  of  January  1st  your  selectmen  raised  the  wage  for  town 
employees  from  $1.00  to  $1.20  an  hour,  to  meet  the  rising  cost 
of  living  and  to  compare  a  little  more  favorably  with  wages 
paid  by  other  towns. 

We  suggest  that  the  town  should  also  consider  a  revision  in 
the  schedule  of  salaries  paid  to  its  elected  officers,  and  have 
inserted  Article  12  in  the  warrant  for  that  purpose.  The  treasurer 
in  particular  is  grossly  underpaid  for  the  amount  of  clerical 
work  and  detail  he  is  called  upon  to  handle.  We  recommend  that 
the  tax  collector  be  placed  on  a  straight  salary  instead  of  the 
present  1%  of  taxes  collected  plus  a  $40  expense  allowance.  The 
amount  of  money  raised  by  taxation  has  steadily  increased 
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from  year  to  year  without  materially  affecting  the  amount  of 
work  performed  by  the  collector.  In  all  fairness  to  the  town 
and  to  the  collector  a  straight  salary  seems  the  only  effective 
way  to  put  a  ceiling  upon  the  cost  of  tax  collection.  The  compen- 
sation received  by  the  collector  for  the  past  eight  years  has 
averaged  $960  plus  the  $40  allowance  for  printing,  and  we  there- 
fore suggest  a  straight  salary  of  $1000  a  year. 
For  your  consideration  we  offer  the  following  salary  revisions : 

Town  Clerk,  from  $125  to  $150 

Treasurer,   from  $125   to  $200 

Tax  Collector,  from  1%  plus  $40  to  $1000 

Selectmen,   from  $1.00  to  $1.25  per  hour 
With  the  above  outlined  extras  and  revisions  in  mind  we  sug- 
gest a   town   appropriation  of  $7,000  for   1959. 

HIGHWAYS   AND   BRmGES. 

With  the  splendid  cooperation  of  Road  Agent  Jurta  the  town 
maintenance  account  was  kept  in  balance  until  mid-December, 
when  almost  constant  sanding  pulled  it  into  the  red.  The  over- 
draft in  General  Highway  Expense  is  actually  one  of  our  own 
making  and  represents  an  advance  payment  on  1959  rather  than 
an  overrun  of  the  1958  account.  It  represents  the  purchase  of  a 
new  Good  Roads  snowplow  from  the  R.  C.  Hazelton  Co.  at  the 
end  of  the  year  to  replace  one  about  worn  out.  This  was  billed 
and  would  normally  be  paid  for  in  January  1959.  As  there  was 
money  left  over  in  other  accounts  it  seemed  good  business  to 
pay  for  the  plow  and  start  the  year  with  a  clean  slate,  rather 
than  build  up  surplus  and  ask  for  a  larger  appropriation.  Other- 
wise there  would  be  an  unexpended  balance  of  $100  in  General 
Expense  as  of  December  31st. 

During  the  year  the  grader  motor  was  overhauled  by  the 
Shepard  Co.  in  Concord  and  a  new  rear  end  put  in  late  in  the  sea- 
son. The  machine  has  earned  enough  in  work  performed  for  the 
State  and  the  Town  of  Salisbury  to  more  than  half  pay  for  these 
jobs. 

We  suggest  a  special  appropriation  of  $2,000  to  build  one  new 
abutment,  put  in  steel  stringers  and  an  asphalt  covered  steel 
floor,  and  to  straighten  out  the  crook  in  the  road  at  the  so-called 
Hame  Shop  bridge.  Something  must  be  done  to  the  bridge.  We 
believe  a  good  job  will  be  cheaper  in  the  long  run  than  tempora- 
ry measures.  Cost  will  run  much  more  than  the  $2,000,  the  diff- 
erence to  come  out  of  surplus. 
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As  voted  at  the  last  town  meeting  the  old  covered  bridge 
at  Cilleyville  has  been  straightened  up  and  given  minor  repairs 
for  its  preservation.  We  feel  that  Murray  Smith  and  Malcolm 
McDonald  did  an  excellent  job  at  a  modest  figure. 

Last  May  your  selectmen  were  petitioned  by  cottage  lot  own- 
ers at  Bradley  Lake  to  lay  out  a  public  highway  from  the  pres- 
ent end  of  the  road  near  Camp  Cole  to  the  Bradley  brook.  A  hear- 
ing was  held  on  July  19th,  attended  by  nearly  all  concerned. 
No  objection  was  voiced  and  parties  concerned  have  since  deed- 
ed to  the  town  without  cost  a  40-ft. right-of-way  over  most  of  the 
proposed  route.  As  there  were  no  funds  available  last  summer, 
the  official  laying-out  of  the  road  as  a  summer  highway  was  post- 
poned until  spring,  so  that  approval  of  the  Andover  VUlage  Dis- 
trict can  be  secured  at  its  Maixh  meeting  for  road  improve- 
ment over  its  land. 

The  1958  T.  R.  A.  allotment  was  again  spent  for  further  im- 
provement of  the  Flaghole  Road.  Asphalt  was  put  on  the  section 
buUt  in  1957,  and  the  base  extended  westward  from  Carl  Nelson's 
to  the  junction  of  the  Thisell  and  Putney  road.  Due  to  big  stumps, 
boulders  and  ledge  involved,  this  section  around  the  corner 
was  one  of  the  most  expensive  to  be  impi'oved.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  1959  T.  R.  A.  money  will  be  enough  to  complete  the  base 
tie-in  with  the  blacktop  leading  into  Flaghole  from  the  cemetery 
corner. 

Contracts  have  been  let  by  the  State  Highway  Dept.  for  the 
new  section  of  state  highway  to  eliminate  the  grade  crossing 
near  Woodward's  Corner.  Work  will  begin  this  year.  The  loss  of 
only  two  dwellings  from  the  tax  list  is  less  than  was  at  first  ex- 
pected. However,  the  town  will  acquire  two  more  short  sections 
of  Class  V  road  by-passed  by  the  new  route. 

BATHING  BEACH. 

The  picnic  area  was  nearly  doubled  last  summer  and  six  new 
tables  added,  with  a  part  of  the  appropriation  left  over.  The 
next  major  job  at  the  beach  should  be  filling  in  the  old  box  shop 
foundation  for  more  parking  space,  with  a  further  extension  of 
the  picnic  area  as  fill  from  the  highways  is  available.  A  few  dol- 
lars should  be  spent  this  spring  to  grade  down  a  ramp  on  town 
land  along  the  "Stream"  as  a  launching  place  for  the  many 
boats  now  using  Highland  Lake.  We  suggest  an  appropriation 
of  $400. 

The  East  Andover  Fire  Company  requests  the  privilege  of 
again  handling  the  week-end  parking  facility. 
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CEMETERIES. 

Running  water  was  piped  to  the  circle  at  Lake  View  Cemetery 
from  a  shallow  well  at  the  edge  of  the  swamp.  A  small  building 
donated  by  Mrs.  Daisy  Eastman  serves  to  houoO  the  pump  and 
cemetery  tools.  The  water  installation  was  awarded  to  Samuel  B. 
Cui-rier.  Total  cost  $261.83  out  of  an  appropriation  of  $350. 

ARTICLE   13   -   PROCTOR   ACADEMY. 

Last  fall  Headmaster  Lyle  Farrell  contacted  your  selectmen 
regarding  a  change  in  the  method  of  assessing  taxes  against 
Proctor  Academy.  Under  new  laws  governing  exemptions  to  ed- 
ucational institutions  Proctor  is  required  to  pay  almost  no  tax 
on  its  properties.  Mr.  Farrell  and  his  Board  of  Trustees  feel  that 
they  would  much  prefer  that  the  school  make  a  little  more  sub- 
stantial contribution  to  the  town  in  which  it  is  located  than  the 
present  token.  They  have  suggested  that  Proctor  be  assessed  a 
per  capita  tax  upon  its  student  enrollment,  which  would  amount 
to  something  over  $300  annually. 

We  think  this  is  a  fine  gesture  on  the  part  of  the  school  man- 
agement, and  another  step  in  cementing  the  good  relations  be- 
tween Proctor  and  the  townspeople.  It  is  entirely  legal  for  the 
town  to  take  the  action  suggested  in  Article   13. 

GENERAL. 

The  town  has  had  no  public  health  nurse  since  the  resigna- 
tion of  Miss  Wanda  Snecinski  on  August  15th,  with  no  px'os- 
pects  at  present. 

The  new  town  maps  are  still  available  to  any  who  desire  them 
at  25  cents  each.  About  75  have  been  sold  to  date. 

The  railroad  stations  at  Andover  and  East  Andover  have  been 
sold  and  removed  during  the  past  year. 

You  will  be  glad  to  know  that  the  old  stage  coach  featured  in 
Fourth  of  July  parades  for  several  years  is  to  remain  perman- 
ently in  town  in  the  custody  of  the  Andover  Lions'  Club.  It 
is  presently  being  restored  by  Rising  &  Charles.  From  the  ori- 
ginal gold  lettering  which  came  to  light  under  later  layers  of 
paint  it  appears  that  the  old  coach  made  its  first  runs  from 
West  Barnstable  to  Cotuitpoi't,  Mass.,  across  the  lower  arm  of 
Cape  Cod. 

It  would  be  pleasant  to  report  that  the  tax  burden  will  be  no 
greater  in  1959  than  in  1958.  As  things  now  seem  to  be  shaping 
up  that  would  be  wishful  thinking  indeed. 
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The  town  budget,  representing  those  appropriations  to  be  vo- 
ted upon  at  town  meeting,  is  slightly  higher  by  about  the  $2,000 
suggested  for  the  Hame  Shop  bridge.  All  reports  indicate  that 
the  Merrimack  County  budget  for  the  next  biennium  will  also  be 
higher,  an  item  about  which  the  town  meeting  can  do  little. 

The  school  district  meeting  will  consider  a  record  high  bud- 
get request  for  1959-1960  (over  $8,000  and  nearly  12%  greater 
than  last  year),  and  a  deficit  appropriation  for  the  current  year. 
The  school  board  is  faced  with  an  almost  impossible  task  in  hold- 
ing costs  down,  with  no  relief  in  sight. 

Your  selectmen  and  your  school  board  need  the  cooperation, 
advice  and  constructive  criticism  of  every  thoughtful  citizen, 
not  only  in  the  town  and  school  meetings  but  throughout  the 
year,  in  avoiding  all  unnecessary  expenditures  and  keeping 
our  town  a  desirable  place  to  live.

1958  fire  losses  were  small  and  confined  to  two  low  value 
dwellings,  one  at  West  Andover  in  February  and  the  other  on 
the  Plains  in  November.  The  home  of  Hale  P.  Shaw  at  the  east 
end  was  also  damaged  by  fire  in  February  but  since  repaired. 

Two-way  radios  are  now  installed  on  both  East  Andover  fire 
trucks,  one  is  on  hand  for  the  Andover  truck,  and  Proctor 
Academy  has  added  a  walkie-talkie  to  its  equipment.  The  East 
Andover  company  has  added  a  new  40-foot  heavy  duty  exten- 
sion ladder  and  a  20-foot  roof  ladder  to  the  equipment  carried 
on  its  fire  truck,  paid  for  by  the  people  of  that  village  thru 
precinct  taxes.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


After  two  years  of  attending  meetings  of  the  N.  H.  Planning 
&  Development  Commission  and  the  N.  H.  Municipal  Associa- 
tion in  various  cities  in  the  state  we  have  come  to  the  conclus- 
ion that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  attract  industry  to  a  town  the 
size  of  Andover. 

Cities  the  size  of  Laconia,  Manchester,  Nashua,  Concord  and 
Franklin,  with  industrial  development  committees,  with  capi- 
tal to  be  spent  to  build  new  plants,  with  other  plants  vacated 
by  former  industries  waiting  to  be  moved  into,  and  usually 
with  plenty  of  skilled  labor  available,  are  able  to  attract  the 
cream  of  the  crop  of  industries  moving  in  from  other 
states.  Add  to  the  small  town  handicap  the  fact  that  about 
every  town  and  municipality  in  the  state  has  the  one  idea  of 
getting  an  industry  to  move  within  its  borders,  and  you  can 
appreciate  what  chance  Andover  has.  We,  as  members  of  the 
planning  board,  will  certainly  do  anything  in  our  power  to 
bring  or  aid  in  bringing  any,  industry  to  Andover,  but  we  feel 
the  chance  of  success  is  slight. 

We  have  discussed  at  great  length  the  possibility  of  a  zoning 
ordinance  for  Andover.  We  feel  at  this  time  it  is  not  needed, 
but  that  a  building  code  could  and  would  be  a  benefit  to  our 
community.  Towns  and  cities  around  us  are  adopting  zoning 
ordinances,  and  are  for  the  most  part  faced  with  rapidly  climb- 
ing tax  rates.  A  building  code  here  would  eliminate  the  at- 
traction we  now  have  for  the  erection  of  practically  untaxable 
dwellings,  the  kind  we  are  sure  to  get  in  larger  numbers  as 
it  grows  more  impossible  to  build  them  in  Franklin,  New  Lon- 
don,  Penacook  and  elsewhere. 

A  building  code  offers  many  points  for  discussion  which  will 
be  offered  to  the  community  before  the  matter  is  brought  up 
for  a  vote  at  any  future  town  meeting.

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School    Board's    Report 

To  the  Citizens  of  Andover: 

We.  the  members  of  the  school  board,  feel  that  Andover  has 
an  excellent  teaching  staff  in  both  the  high  and  elementary 
areas  and  that  the  citizens  have  a  right  to  be  proud  of  their 
schools.  The  costs  of  our  schools  are  still  rising,  but  we  must 
raise  these  teachers  if  we  hope  to  keep  them.  Your  board  has 
not  adopted  a  regular  salary  scale,  but  in  theii-  recommenda- 
tions have  tried  to  be  as  fair  as  possible  both  to  the  teachers 
and  to  the  citizens  who  have  to  pay  the  bills.  Should  the  rec- 
ommended budget  be  adopted  all  of  our  teachers  would  get  a 
raise,  but  our  salaries  would  still  be  below  the  state  average 
and  would  be  far  below  many  of  our  neighboring  states.  We 
mention  this  merely  to  point  out  some  of  the  problems  in  edu- 
cation facing  our  rural  commimities  today. 

It  appears  that  our  tuition  pupils  will  not  increase  during  the 
coming  year.  We  are  planning  to  increase  our  tuition  rate  per 
pupil  but  it  does  not  appear  that  this  will  increase  our  total  rev- 
enue from  this  source.  This  means  more  money  to  be  raised  by 
taxation  because  costs  are  steadily  rising. 

The  school  lunch  program  continues  to  contribute  much  to  our 
school  program  and  the  health  of  our  young  people. 

Members  of  the  Andover  School  Board  have  attended  several 
meetings  during  the  year  studying  the  proposed  Cooperative 
School  District  including  the  towns  of  Andover,  Bradford,  New- 
bury, New  London,  Springfield,  Sunapee,  Sutton  and  Wilmot,  We 
have  had  three  area  meetings  in  Andover  to  discuss  this  pro- 
posal and  this  spring  the  citizens  will  have  an  opportunity  to 
vote  as  to  whether  or  not  they  wish  to  join  this  cooperative. 

The  plan  as  developed  would  be  to  have  a  Central  High  School 
(grades  9-12)  somewhere  in  the  area  and  as  far  as  Andover 
is  concerned  all  the  grade  pupils  would  be  housed  in  our  present 
high  school  building.  Andover  would  have  one  or  possibly  two 
on  the  board  that  governed  the  central  high  school  and  the  ele- 
mentary school  would  be  governed  by  the  Andover  School 
Board. 

After  studying  this  proposal,  your  board  is  not  of  the  opinion 
there  would  be  any  great  saving  in  the  total  dollars  spent,  but 
we  do  believe  Andover  would  get  more  value  for  each  dollar 
spent  The  members  of  the  school  board  do  not  feel  that 
the  central  school  will  solve  all  problems,  but  we  would  like  to 
know  how  else  can  we  reasonably  expect  to  keep  our  high 
school  pupils  on  an  equal  competitive  basis  with  others  of  their 
age? 

We  should  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  P.  T.  A.  and 
other  interested  groups  and  citizens  who  have  cooperated  in 
every  way  possible  to  make   our  schools   successful.

To  the  Andover  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  Andover: 

My  annual  report  to  you  this  year  will  be  brief  and  to  the 
point.  You  are,  first  of  all,  to  be  congratulated  for  so  whole- 
heartedly cooperating  in  the  adoption  of  the  necessary  recom- 
mendations made  in  my  last  year's  report.  These  suggestions 
have  been  followed  almost  to  the  letter.  Such  a  fine  example  of 
your  willingness  to  do  your  best  to  meet  the  State  Department 
of  Education's  minimum  standards  is  most  deserving  of  com- 
mendation. 

You  have,  through  your  chosen  representatives  on  the  school 
board,  continued  to  study  the  cooperative  school  proposals 
which  should  be  of  vital  interest  to  you.  I  understand  that  you 
are  being  faced  with  a  mighty  important  decision  in  the 
question  of  whether  or  not  to  join  a  cooperative  high  school 
district.  The  point  I  want  to  emphasize  to  you  is  this;  namely, 
that  all  of  the  people  of  Andover  need  to  give  attention  to  this 
matter.  It  is  not  soimd  procedure  to  vote  on  such  an  import- 
ant issue  without  giving  it  thorough  study.  Nor  is  it  good  judge- 
ment to  allow  only  a  few  people  to  decide  how  you  shall  pro- 
vide for  the  education  of  your  high  school  youth.  There  will  be 
articles  in  your  school  warrant  calling  for  your  decision  on  this 
vital  question.  All  of  the  voters  should  be  out  to  cast  their  ballots 
on  this  issue.  I  am  confident  the  citizens  of  Andover  will  vote 
wisely  on  this  article. 

There  is  a  real  need  for  nursing  in  your  schools.  It  was  most 
unfortunate  that  your  district  nurse  could  not  have  remained 
with  us  because  she  did  a  splendid  job  looking  after  the  school 
children.  The  health  of  children  should  be  constantly  observed 
and  guarded,  and  school  districts  have  a  responsibility  to  see 
that  nurse  services  are  available  to  the  schools.  I  trust  that 
something  will  be  done  about  this  in  the  coming  year  so  that 
the  local  schools  may  again  have  the  school  nursing  service. 

I  want  to  pay  tribute  to  your  fine  corps  of  teachers,  and  to  the 
excellency  of  their  work  in  every  department  of  your  school 
system.  All  elementary  teachers  are  competent,  conscientious, 
and  hard  working.  Your  high  school  staff  is  of  a  particularly 
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high  quality  -  you  can  be  thankful  for  that  -  and  it  is  doing  a 
superior  type  of  teaching.  Your  administrator  is  sound  in  his 
principles  and  conscientious  about  all  matters  pertaining  to  his 
school. 

There  should  be  a  strengthening  of  your  courses,  expecially 
in  the  three  fields  of  mathematics,  science  and  foreign  lang- 
uages, and  these  courses  should  be  required  of  all  college-bound 
students.  But  there  needs  to  be  constant  attention  given  to  the 
screening  of  the  college  preparatory  pupil. 

Remember  also  that  there  must  be  no  neglect  of  the  large 
proportion  of  so-called  non-college  students.  These  constitute 
nearly  85%  of  all  public  high  schools  and  they  cannot  be  ne- 
glected. To  do  so  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  a  step  backward  in 
education.  I  hope  that  the  common  people  will  never  be  deluded 
into  thinking  that  schools  need  only  to  provide  for  the  intellect- 
uals; and  that  the  curricula  be  so  changed  as  to  eliminate  the 
useful  training  in  the  development  of  hand  skills.  We  need  to 
teach  our  childi-en  in  broad  fields  of  learning  and  in  the  attain- 
ment of  useful  skills.  This  is  a  plea  for  keeping  a  balance  in  our 
program  of  education  so  that  it  shall  offer  to  all  the  children 
of  all  the  people  the  opportunities  to  enrich  their  mental, 
physical,  and  moral  growth.
